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A Race to Where? 


With two American earth satellites in orbit, 
perhaps the American people can relax enough 
to enjoy some of the lighter aspects of this 
strange space “race.” , 

On Sunday, for example, Representative 
Durham of -North Carolina announced that 
his special House subcommittee would inves- 
tigate the failures of the Navy’s Vanguard. 
“It is beginning to look as though it may 
never get off the ground,” he said. Early on 
Monday, Vanguard- got off the ground and 
2500 miles into space. The Durham inquiry 
seems to be a lesser distance out in left field. 

Meanwhile the White House had issued 
strict orders that if Vanguard were a success, 
the-President-would announce it. If it failed, 
well—then the launching crew could admit 
the ignominy. In government, nothing suc- 
ceeds like being in a higher echelon 

Moreover, the Navy is now receiving con- 
gratulations from the Army, and their score 
is tied at one satellite each. The Army pro- 
poses to go to bat again within about a week, 
attempting to launch Explorer II. 

These are sidelichts, of course. The nation 
cannot lose sight of the real achievement 
which Vanguard : represents, and of the sev- 
eral challenges which it left behind on earth. 

Vanguard I is an achievement because it 
employed a complex rocket for launching. 
As the Army's Dr. Wernher Von Braun noted 
when a second Vanguard failed in early Feb- 
ruarv. “It is designed to orbit the same pay- 
load with only one third the take-off weight 
and thrust of the (Explorer’s) Jupiter C.” 

Vanguard is also a propaganda achieve- 
ment. as the rejoicing in Washington shows. 
iwoke the Administration to the 
importance of global opinion in this scien- 
tific-military arena. That being so, why does 
the President reject proposals to speed work 
on atomic airplanes? An Administration which 
in 1955 tried to promote an atomic ship ought 
by now to recognize the far superior dramatic 
value of an atomic plane.

plications. American hopes for these intercon- 
tinental missiles reside with the Air Force’s 
Atlas, which has been flown twice in six at- 
tempts, and with Titan, yet to be flown.

is a race which for security's sake the nation 
must not lose. 

There is still another race involved, how- 
ever. Clearly the two great rival nations of 
earth are attaining undreamed-of powers for 
invasion of space and destruction on earth. 
The ultimate lesson of the ‘‘ultimate” missile 
weapons is that a solution must be found to 
worldly power rivalries. Vanguard, Explorer, 
Sputniks—all are soaring evidence of the 
need for a race to peace. 


Too Many Digits 

The General Post Office, which handles 

reat Britain’s telephone lines as well as the 
mail, will introducé the national subscriber 
trunk dialing system early next year. This 
means many phones will be jumped from a 
seven-letter-and-digit-number to one of 10 let- 
ters and digits. 

An Applied Psychology Research Unit of 
the Medical Research Council, which has been 
running tests on. women operators, reports 
two interesting findings: One is: “It Is al- 
most certain that with longer numbers the 
‘hance of errors increases out of all het or 
tion to the increase in the number of dig 
Trying that out by cogitating a minute on 
WY 999-19191,. we find that a logical con- 
clusion—and a disturbing one. 

The second conclusion: “Verbal communi- 

cation of long numbers will be beyond the 
ability of. most people unless the number is 
repeated several times and the hearer writes 
it down while*it is being spoken at a suitable 
rate.” This is not only logical but also posi- 
tively ominous. It indicates the process of 
extracting a phone number from even a friend 
will be so tedious, complex and repetitious 
that the friendship may abruptly end. 
# Why does the GPO have to start this 10- 
number business anyway? Does it want to go 
back to handling mail only? Judging from 
the findings of the Applied Psychology Re- 
search Unit of the Medical Research Council 
that is exactly what is going to happen if the 
10-unit number comes in. 


A Distinguished Judge 

Few deaths on the federal bench would 
bring as much sadness as that of Chief Judge 
John J. Parker of the United States Court of 
\ppeals for Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia 
and the Carolinas. He was a scholar in the 
law, a careful but resolute user of judicial 
review and a warm human being who made 
friends whetever he went. When he served 
as an American judge on the International 
-Military Tribunal at Nuernberg after World 
War Il, he was as much an ambassador of 
good will for the United States as a pioneer- 
ing jurist in a new field of law. 

It was the country’s misfortune to have 
Judge Parker rejected for confirmation when 
President Hoover nominated him for the Su- 
preme Court in 1930. The chief complaint 
against him was that he had applied Supreme 
Court precedents in cases involving so-called 
“vellow-dog” labor contracts and certain racial 
law tests. With organized labor and Negro 
groups opposing him, his nomination failed 
by the narrow vote of 39 to 41. 

Ironically, the progressives in the Senate 
who blocked Judge Parker then unanimously 
confirmed Owen J. Roberts, only to find that 
John J. Patker was the more liberal of the 
two. Judge Parker wrote the appellate deci- 
sion in the second flag salute case which led 
the Supreme Court to reverse its stand that 
a school child could be required to salute the 
flag even though against the family’s religion. 
He issued the first appellate court ruling im- 
plementing the public school desegregation 
decision. In many other cases he was a scru- 
pulous protector of the Bill of Rights. St. 
Louis learned of this devotion first hand 
when he was the Tyrrell Williams lecturer 
at Washington University. 

Judge Parker also believed in economic 
freedom. An opinion of his 22 years ago re- 
versed a lower court and upheld the right of 
the anti-depression PWA to allocate federal 
funds for the construction of public power 
plants. Had John J. Parker received three 
more votes on that critical Senate roll call in 
1930, he would have been a stanch ally, over 
the last 28 years, of Hughes, Holmes, Brandeis, 
Stone and Cardozo, of Black, Douglas, Rut- 


ledge, Murphy and Warren. He took the de- 
feat in good grace and led his appeals court 
on an enlightened course. The Supreme Court 
and the nation were the losers. 


No Time for Budget-Balancing’ - 


The budget-balancing bloc in Congress, led 
by Senator Harry Byrd of Virginia, proclaims 
that it will resist Government spending calcu- 
lated to check the nation’s current economic 
dewnturn. The given reason is that the Gov- 
ernment will find itself deep in red ink even 
if the much-discussed tax cut does not ma- 
terialize. This is short-sighted logic. 

Of course the Government faces a deficit 
in a period of increasing unemployment and 
shrinking personal income. Thé lower the 
nation’s income, the lower the taxes collected. 
If the Government undertakes public works, 
not previously contemplated, to provide em- 
ployment, the deficit may well be greater. 

But what if Washington fails to take the 
initiative in providing justifiable employment 
as a major step toward reversing the current 
economic trend? Will deficits not be greater 
if matters are allowed to drift from bad to 
worse? And will the hope of getting from 
red to black not become more remote? 

Senator Byrd is especially opposed to Sen- 
ator Gore’s proposal to speed up highway: 
building by dipping into the Treasury for 
$1,500,000,000 in advances to finance such 
construction. In a narrow sense, this may be 
a departure from a strict pay-as-you-go policy. 
put in the long run, highway use taxes will 
pay for the roads. In the meantime, their 
construction can bring an important addition 
to badly needed purchasing power. 

While holding up a decision on a tax cut, 
President Eisenhower is asking Congress for 
a total of $171,450,000 to speed up rivers and 
harbors projects and hospital building. At 
least this is a step in the right direction. Fur- 
thermore, these projects will help to meet 
genuine national needs. For example, the 
United States Public Health Service reports 
an immediate need for 190,000 hospital beds, 
30,000 more each year to keep pace with the 
growth of the population, and another 9500 
a year to make up for obsolescence. 

What the Byrds overlook is the fact that 
at this time deficit financing will provide not 
only hospitals—and highways and other fa- 
cilities—but also the purchasing power which 
can help to reverse the trend of national in- 
come, and may again provide a tax base 
large enough for eliminating a deficit. In 
short, a refusal to use money now hardly will 
eliminate a deficit; it is more likely to make 
it larger and more difficult to wipe out. 


The FCC Swallows Hard 


The Federal Communications Commission 
has asked the United States Court of Appeals 
in Washington, where disputed Miami TV 
Channel 10 is pending, to send the case back 
for commission review. This move is wholly 
justified and is the first step the FCC needed 
to take to extricate itself from the plight 
which it has brought on. Enough impropriety 
has been disclosed in the testimony of ex: 
Commissioner Richard A. Mack alone to make 
clear that the award of the channel cannot 
be allowed to stand on its present basis. If 
the FCC has awarded any other channels as 
it awarded that in Miami it should reopen 
them also in what it properly describes as 
“the public interest.”

1 am one man who can say that 
he lost political battles to both Dick 
and Harry. Whether there is also a 
Tom around the corner, I cannot 
say. But I have the satisfaction of 
knowing that I stood up and fought 
as a Political Angel for what I be- 
lieved to be best for Missouri and 
best for Chicago. 

My motivation is not unique. Of 
the hundreds of people that I know 
who make political contributions in 
amounts ranging from $10 to $1000, 
practically none of them is further- 
ing anything more ulterior than what 
he believes is in his own best in- 
terest as a fellow citizen of the com- 
munity or nation.

THE FRONTIER WORLD OF Doc 
HOLLIDAY, by Pat Jahns. (Hastings 
House, 305 pgs. $5.) 


This is the story of Doe Holliday, 
noted frontier gambler and gunman, 
who reached the zenith and also the 
climax of his career when he walked 
with the Earp brothers down Fre- 
mont street in old Tombstone, to 
face the Clanton gang in an all-out 
gun battle which has become famous 
in song and story of the Old West. 

Born John Henry Holliday at Grif- 
fin, Ga., on March 21, 1852, Doc was 
the son of a well-to-do-planter, who 
later became a Major in the Confed- 
erate Army. Doe learned to know 
what war was like, with its death and 
destruction; also the defeat, which 
was worse than war. 

In 1870, John went to Baltimore, 
studied dentistry, and returned to 
Atlanta to practice his profession. 
Here he developed tuberculosis, went 
West, and with the knowledge of a 
man given little time to live, entered 
into the frontier life with gusto, reck- 
lessness and abandonment. He be- 
came the friend of gamblers, saloon

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SUIENTISTS URG 
RESTRAINT IN 
RESEARGH WORK °

WASHINGTON. March 18 — 
“Restraint &nd decency” in sci- 
entific undertakings were 

urged yesterday by a £ 


_ the nation’s foremost scientists. 


This general conclusion by 
133 scientists who attended a 
“parliament of science,” spon- 
sored by the American Associ- 
ation for the Advancement of 
Science,’ was intended to off- 
set some current scientific en- 
deavor that is heedless of con- 
sequences, a panel explained 
afterward at a news confer- 
ence. 

Spokesmen for the group 
said a statement of policy 
drawn up in the three-day 
meeting was aimed partly at 
ned Edward Teller, the nuclear 
Sicist, and his emphasis on 

‘it. of adventure as the 
otive in scientific 
ent. 
rhe "Statement, mainly in 
general terms, did not mention 
Dr. Teller by name. Some of 
the “scientists said, however, 


that they were considering - 


writing a reply to Dr. Teller’s 
recent series of speeches and. 
articles condemning all moves 
to limit the testing of atomic 
weapons. 

‘ Recent Hazards Noted. 


“We take particular note 


that one result of some recent 


applications of science has 


been the creation of hazards | 


to human welfare which we 
are not yet able to understand 
or control, with the conse- 
quence that we are now handi- 
capped by our ignorance con- 
cerning many biological ques- 
tions which have taken on 
great urgency,” the group 
concluded. 

Dr. Barry Commoner, profes- 
sor of botany at Washington 
University and a member of a 
committee that planned the 
conference, told reporters that 
these biological effects in- 
cluded the eftects of atomic 


‘radiation, the widespread use of. 


insecticides and the pollution of 
'rivers. 

“It is not noble to foul up the 
Ohio river with DDT.” Dr. 
Commoner said. “DDT can be 
isolated from the water of the 
Ohio river, and masses of deter- 
gent foam are found on the 
surface of the Missouri river.” 

The group called for large- 
scale and costly investigations 
of biological processes under 
certain conditions — for ex- 
ample, the genetic and patho- 
logical effects of long-continued 
but smali radiation exposures. 

They said such studies would 
requ i re “massive expendi- ' 
tures.’ 

The scientists emphasized 
that “science represents only 
one part of intellectual en- 
deavor. 

“Both public policy and the 
welfare of science require an 
educational system that is 
strong at all levels and in all 
fields of knowledge.” they said. 

The group, called together 
by invitation, drew up its ¢on- 
clusions in discussion groups 
and revised and approved them 
in a general session. 

Other Conclusions. 

Among other conclusions ap- 
proved by the “parliament,” 
were the following: 

1. Undergraduate = scholar- 
ships should come last in pri- 
ority in federal aid to stience 
education. Such a_ program, 
proposed by the Eisenhower 
Administration and some Dem- 
ocrats “carries within itself the 
danger of concealing other es- 
sential steps.” 

2. Encouragement of teach- 
ers by better sataries and op- 
portunities for further learn- 
ing should have first priority, 
followed by assistance for new 


' construction facilities and 


equipment. 

3. Teachers should be cred- 
ited for advanced training in 
the subjects they are teaching, 
and not only for courses in the 
techniques of education. 

4. The Government should 
not establish the proposed 
“West Pooint of science,” fa- 
vored by some as an answer to 
Russian scitntific achievement. 
The scientists said federal as- 
sistance should go, instead, to 
existing institutions. 


5. Federal scholarships and | 


fellowships should be awarded 
solely on the basis of merit. 
Current proposals would scale 
down the amount of a grant in 
the case of well-to-do students. 

6. A proposed department 
of science, headed by a cabinet 
officer, to take jurisdiction over 
all scientific activities of the 
Government, “is undesirable at 
this time.’ 

Politics Feared. 

The group argued that many 
Government scientific activi- 
ties already are integral parts 
of existing departments. As 
a result, scientific activities 
least relevant to political is- 
sues would be placed under the 
direction of a cabinet officer 
who would be a political ap- 
pointee. 

A President, however, should 
have top-level scientific advice, 
however, it was concluded. 
The statement said: 

“The group felt, in regard 
to the impact of science and 
technology on national policy, 
that this requires representa- 
tion of science and technology 
at highest levels in Govern- 
ment where such national 
policies are formulated. Such 
representation on the highest 
level will also provide the 
necessary interpretation in the 
evolution of national policy for 
science and technology.” 

The group specifically in- 
dorsed the present arrange- 
ment with Dr. James R. Killian 
Jr. a8 special assistant to the 
President for science and tech- 
nology.

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Medical Clue in 
Bird That Died 


By John F, Allen 


Following is another in a sérjes of articles on 
modern medical detectives. 


PETER DRAKE was not a man to give in easily to 
illness. In his 45 years, he had “never really been sick,” 
he often said, and he was proud of his record of rarely 
missing a day at the printing shop where he labored at 

— a linotype. 

But this was not just 
an ordinary illness. Drake 
was dreadfully sick, and 
he knew it. First there 
was the fever: 102 and 
103 degrees for five days 
running, three and four 
degrees above that of a 
normal, healthy man. 
And at night came the 
alternating chilling and 
sweating. Drake would 
awake. in the morning 
miserable and weak, his 
pajamas twisted around 
him, wet and cold with 
perspiration. He told his 
doctor that every bone 
in his body ached, and 


every muscle, too. He 
felt, he said, “sick in the 
GRACIA —_—ihead.” 


Drake underwent a

One thing that was brought to light by the 
examination was that Drake’s blood sedimentation 
rate was markedly elevated.

THE RED BLOOD CELLS from Drake's body fell to- 
ward the bottom of the test tube at a rate a good deal 
faster than normal, and it was obvious to his doctor that 
the cells must be clumped together for some reason 
Actually, the sedimentation rate is a test for infection— 
and hence the clumping of cells—and so it seemed certain 
that somewhere inside Drake there must be an infestation 
of bacteria or virus. 

He was given a series of pencillin injections—ordinarily 
lethal against a wide variety of infections—and sent home 
But nothing happened. If anything, Drake became sicker 
than ever, and, to add to his other symptoms, his appetite 
deserted him. 

Drake was discouraged and doctor frankly be- 
wildered, so an internist was consulted. The internist— 
whose particular job includes ferreting out the sources 
of unobvious illnesses — went over the examinations and 
tests performed by his colleague, and found them good. 
But not enough. It was like Sherlock Holmes arriving at 
the scene of a crime after the Scotland Yard men have 
done their best. And. like the great detective, the internist 
started by asking questions, seeking the tiny clue which 
might point the way to a solution. 

Where did Drake work? Who were his associates? 

What were his working and eating habits, his hours, 
his forms of recreation? There were scores of questions, 
scores of answers.

Then suddenly came the clue. Quite casually— 
because there was no real reason why it should 
have seemed important to him—Drake mentioned 
that there were two parakeets in the print shop 
where he worked. That is, he corrected, there 
was now a single parakeet; its mate had died not 
long before. Yes, both of them had been acquired 
by his employer only a few months earlier. 


This bit of information was like turning on a bright 
licht in the internist’s mind. Psittacosis, of course, 
Psittacosis. a debilitating and sometimes deadly disease, 
known popularly as parrot fever, transferable to man from 
infected birds of the parrot family. 


MORE BLOOD SAMPLES were taken from Drake 
and tested for the presence of antibodies against the 
psittacosis virus. Antibodies are special] disease-fighting 
entities produced by the body in the presence of infection 
—a specific antibody for each disease. When tests showed 
the presence of psittacosis antibodies in Drake's blood, the 
last doubt was gone. 

He was placed immediately on heavy doses of aureo- 
mvcin, an antibiotic which has proved specifically deadly 
to the psittacosis virus, and within a few weeks he was 
completely well and back at work. Drake's employer gave 
up his remaining parakeet, at the suggestion of the in- 
ternist and the local health department was informed so 
that the source of the infected bird could be traced.

p.m. St. Louis time). 
’ “As an experienced reporter 
who writes his own material, 
Brinkley takes a dim view of 
the rapidly fading old-fash- 
ioned announcer who had a 
script ghosted for him. 


“It's no wonder,” he says, 
“that many reporters used to 
scorn a man who made $800 
a week for reading the AP 
radio news report in an ani- 
mated fashion. Too often a 
television news reporter is 
thought of as a performer— 
which is not his function.” 


Brinkley covers the news suc- 
cinctly without pretense of 
omniscience or a too humble 
objectivity. He does not force 
his personal opinions into his
